The ‘strike order, af- 
fects all cutters, operators, sample mak- 
ers, drapers, tuckers, hemstitchers, fin- 
ishers and pressérs, and union leaders 
announced that a strike assessment of 
$600,000 had been levied on the members 
of the six unions involved.: 

The primary purpose of the strike ‘ts 
the introduction of week work in place 
of piece work in the industry, Another 
important demand of the union is for 
an agreement to give the union the 
privilege of sending @ delegate to a 
shop without thé necessity of being ac- 
companied by, a clerk of the manufac- 
turer.

NEED OF NEW CANAL 
1S CABINET THEME

business between the Pacific and Atlan- 
tic Coasts through the canal. In par- 
ticular the transportation of fruit, and 

especially gtrepes, from California has 
grown heavily. Foreign traffic through 
the waterway ‘has also risen. 

The increase of traffic through the 
canal has been steady and consistent, 
except for fluctuations due to _ the 
World War. In November,- 1922, 1,426,- 
860 cargo tons of shipping went through 
the canal, as compared with 448,073 
tons in November, 1914. The tolls col- 
lected in’ November, 1922, were $1,264,- 
as compared with $374,910 in the 
same month of 1914. 

Governor Morréw of the Canal Zone, 
in an official report made public today, 
said of the future: 

“A steady growth of. the traffic 
through the Panama Canal to double, 
triple and quadruple its present volume 
can be confidently expected, but there 
may well be years when, for temporary 
causes, growth is arrested and there is 
even a slight decline.” 

In discussing the question of a new 
canal Secretary Weeks pointed out to- 
day that account would be takén of 
the: time that would be. necessary to 
wae | build a canal on the Ni route, 
even after public sentiment has been 
prepared for the expenditure and the
